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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 



1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: in the 
specification, on page 5, lines 13-30, and page 6 line 18 through page 7, line 4, 
applicant sets forth that the Q represents the radicals R' 2 N-R"-, R' 2 N-R"-N-(R')-R"- and 
R' 2 N-R"-0-R". However, this requires that there be at least three Q radicals present, 
since Q cannot be all of the three groups simultaneously. In formula (I), however, x is a 
number of 1 to 20,000 and therefore there are situations where there are less than 3 Q 
groups present. In the formula on page 6, p is a number from 1 to about 2, q is a 
number of 1 to 2000 and therefore there are situations where there are less than 3 Q 
groups present. 

Appropriate correction is required. 



2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

For claim 13, the claims set forth that Q represents the radicals R' 2 N-R"-, R' 2 N- 
R"-N-(R')-R"- and R' 2 N-R"-0-R". However, this requires that there be at least three Q 
radicals present, since Q cannot be ail uf the three groups simultaneously. !n the 
formula however, p is a number from 1 to about 2, q is a number of 1 to 2000 and

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therefore there are situations where there are less than 3 Q groups present. It is 
therefore not known which of the Q groups are present in the situations where less than 
3 groups are present. 

Response to Arguments 

4. The Declaration filed on 7/17/03 under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to overcome 
the Yoshikawa (US 2002/0098763) reference. Applicant has effectively antedated this 
reference through the declaration in which an embodiment of claim 1 is shown. 
Therefore the Yoshikawa reference cannot be used as prior art. As a result, the 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. §103 of the Yoshikawa reference in combination with Ishii 
reference, the Bonk reference, and the Laipply reference have also been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-12, and 14-33 are allowed. 

6. Claim 13 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
